The Notorious Pierce Commits 


Another Grave Crime, 


AND NARROWLY ESCAPES LYNCHING. 


Bo Mortally Wounds a Man Who Walt 


Authorized to ITerent Garbage Being 
Damped on Certain Grounds—Othei 
Snooting Scrapei In Which He Played 
tka Prominent Part—Alleged Confession 
by £z-Treasurer Bardsley. 
DES MOISES, July 1.—Frank Pierce, a 


notorious Des Moines ex-searcher, nar- 
rowly escaped lynching Tuesday after 
noon at 3 o'clock. He drove to tbe city 
cemetery to unload garbage. He was re- 
fused the use of the grounds by E. H. 
Wishart, who acted under instructions 
from the mayor. Pierce carried fchroe re- 
volvers, and after a war of words he began 
using them. 
Four shots entered Wis 


hart's body and he fell mortally wound- 
ed. 
Before the 
officers arrived with 


Pierce at the city jail a crowd of 500 were 
waiting for them. A dozen officers were 
with Piorce, and as soon as the party 
came in sight the 
excitement in the 


crowd became intense. Cries of "Lynch 
him!" "Bring a rope!" and 
"Kill the 


scoundrel!" were heard on every hand. 
Surrounded by forty policemen Pierce 
was hurried into the jail. 


Threatened with Lynching Before. 


Pierce shot John Haruey about three 


years ago and at that time the jail was 
surrounded by 8,000 men, who were there 
to lynch him. His life was only saved by 
the prompt arrival of the militia, who dis- 
persed the crowd byflringblank cartridges. 
Shortly 
after that Pierce shot Harry 


Lloyd. Nine months ago he shot Terry 
Chambers, and had be not been spirited 
away ho would have been lynched. E. H. 
Wishart, his latest victim, is a prominent 
Grand Army man and his friends are 
talking 
seriously 
about the matter. 


Strong precautions have been taken to 
protect Pierce, yet there is still danger of 
lynching. 


THE CRIMINAL CALENDAR. 


Damaging Confession Said to Have Been 


Made by Bardsley. 


PHILADELPHIA, July L—It has been 


rumored for some time past that Bards- 
ley, the ex-city treasurer, really made a 
confession which involved the names of 
such prominent people that its publica- 
tion was stopped. There seems no longer 
to be any doubt as to the truth of the 
story and it is believed by the investi- 
gating committee that the confession is 
locked up in tbe safe of one of the leading 
newspapers of this city. There has been 
a studied effort from the first, from influ- 
ences unseen, to block the investigation 
and to shield those who have been mixed 
up with Bardsley arid Marsh. Whether 
the confession will ever be published is 
doubtful, but the committee hope to have 
the use of it to aid them in developing 
clews. 


Counterfeiter Captored. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., July 1.—A couter- 


feiter who has been operating in this 
Ticinity lately was neatly captured Tues- 
day by an officer. For some tine past com- 
plaints have been made to the authorities 
of Cumberland and surrounding towns of 
counterfeit silver dollars being circulated. 
The coins were of such fine imitation alto 
be almost beyond detection, except in 
weight. On Monday two of the men man 
aged to pass over $200 of the spurious coin 
in Keyset. The man who gave his name 
as Frank Malowe, with a companion 
went to Piedmont where they were traced, 
and Malowe was captured as he was in the 
ict of passing some of the coin.

i large quantity of counterfeit and good 
money on his person. 
His companion 


escaped. 


Mayor Oleasou in Another Bow.

Early Tuesday morn- 
ing the 15-year-old daughter of a well 
known citizen of the village of Bluffton 
was awakened by a noise in her room and 
saw a negro man. She screamed and ht 
fled. Buck was suspected, arrested and 
confessed. A party of about two hundred 
men took him from the village jail, hanged 
him to a tree by his heels and filled him 
with bullets and shot. There was not a 
place on his body an inch square that was 
not perforated. 


Thieves in a Chnrch. 


OsHKOSH, Wis., July 1.—The parsonage 


of St. Mary's Catholic church was entered 
by thieves early in the morning and a 
number of valuable mementoes brought 
from the Holy Land by Father Schatlet 
were taken, besides articles of jewelry. 


Suicide of a Monk.

$5,OCO to Isabella M. Bced of New York. 


Mays the Will Is a Forgery. 


Lyman C. Dayton evinces great anger at 


the turn of affairs, and insists that the 
will is a forgery.- He was found at Min- 
neapolis, and a copy of the will served on 
him. He answers in a petition for letters 
of administration that his wife died with- 
out leaving any last will and testament, 
and that there are no heirs except him- 
self. The case is set for hearing July 14, 
and there is certain to be a bitter and 
prolonged contest. 
James C. Reed is 


claimed to be a son of Mrs. Dayton by a 
former marriage in New York. 


Conference Which Did Not Occur. 


WASHIN9TON, July 1.—An important 


conference of Labor 
leaders, Alliance 


leaders and Third Party leaders was to 
have been held here Tuesday for the pur- 
pose of fixing upon the place where the 
national 
convention of the Farmers' 


Alliance, Knights of Labor and allied 
bodies will be held next February. 
Re- 


presentatives were expected Tuesday from 
the Alliance, the Knights, the colored 
Alliance of the south, the Federation of 
Labor and the northwestern Alliance. 
But through some misunderstanding the 
leaders failed to get together and the con- 
ference has gone over until next August. 
Mr. Powderly made a call at Alliance 
headquarters. The People's party gather- 
ing at Cincinnati some weeks ago was not 
countenanced by the Farmers' Alliance 
or the Knights of Labor, but the February 
meeting has the support of the allied 
farmer and labor organizations and is ex- 
pected to be a monster affair. 


George Francis Train In London. 


LONDON, July 1.—George Francis Train 


arrived at the Hotel Victoria Tuesday 
morning and was astonished^not to find a 
crowd of^reporters there to greet him in re- 
sponse to his telegram from France invit- 
ing the Press club to a repast in which tea 
newly brought from the Orient by him- 
self was to figure as a beverage. It seems 
that the proprietor of the hotel had failed 
to enter into the spirit of the occasion, and 
the invitation had not been extended as 
desired. Train appealed to heaven to ver- 
ify his opinion of British stupidity, rushed 
to the Turkish baths across the road and 
ordered the shampooer to remove the dirt 
of the two hemispheeres. 


Hard on the Foreigners. 


LONDON, July 1.—The correspondent of 


The Daily News at Odessa says a decree 
has been issued by the governors of Po- 
dolia, Volhynia and Kieff which an- 
nounces that all foreigners in those pro- 
vinces must decide between leaving the 
country or become naturalized. In the 
event of selecting the latter alternative, 
they must remain in their present domi- 
ciles for an unbroken period of ten years. 
The decree is designed to force the hands 
of the vast numbers of Germans who are 
settled along the Russian side of the Aus- 
trian frontier. 


MEETING OF THE CABINET. 


The Communication from the Chilian In- 


surgents Falls to Materialize. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The cabinet 


meeting Tuesday was attended by all the 
members evcept Secretary Blaine, In re- 
gard to the Bebring B«a matter it was 
stated that there was no new developments 
and that progress toward arbitration was 
being made slowly. The expected com 
munication from the Chilian insurgents, 
through Don Pedro Montt, their represen- 
tative, failed to materialize, and the ques- 
tion of recognizing the insurgents did not 
come up for consideration. It is believed 
that the communication will not be pre- 
sented, as Don Pedro, Montt Las ascer- 
tained since his arrival here that, the prec 
edents established by: this government 
heretofore in similar cases has been favor 
able to the established government and 
not to the insurgents. 


Financial Hatters. 


The remainder of the session was devot 


ed to financial matters. The funding ol 
the 4^" per cent, bonds was discussed but 
no definite decision was arrived at. 
Sec- 


retary Foster continued his aitvocacy ol 
accepting the offer of the New York bank- 
ers to take the whole-£53,000,(HX) at 2 pel 
cent, and increase the bank note circula 
tion thereby. 
President Harrison and 


Secretary Rusk, however, wore inclined to 
favor a lower rate of interest. 


Died, of Organizing a TraRt. 


BOSTON, July I.—Albert L. Coolidge, a 


member of the boot and shoe firm of 
Houghton, Coolidge & Co., and president 
of the Para Rubber company, died Mon- 
day at his Brooklyn residence aged 59. 
The threatening aspect of the rubber mar- 
kets of South America led him to attempt 
the task of bringing all the great rubber 
concerns into a gigantic trust that would 
control the rubber markets of the world. 
His project progressed slowly and met 
with much opposition. The .strain upon 
his body and mind was more than his con- 
stitution could stand, and throe months 
ago his health failed him. 


A Ghost Story from MtnncRota. 


LAKE CRYSTAL, Minn., July l,—The 


home of Hogan Nelson,'- eight miles west 
of here, is the scene of much excitement. 
Nelson's daughter Annie. 18 years old, 
seems to be accompanied by invisible 
spirits that tap on the.tables, floors, and 
elsewhere. ' Articles of clothing and jew- 
elry disappear and no trace of them can be 
found. Strange noises occur in the day- 
time and at night when Annie is home, 
but cease when she goes away. The girl 
reports that she sees a white dove with a 
book in its mouth about thehouse but no 
one else can behold it. 


Took the Archleplscopal Chair. 


MILWAUKEE, July 1.—Archbishop Kat- 


zer of Milwaukee formally entered, upon 
his duties Tuesday, although the palliunr 
will not be conferred until fall. He was 
escorted to this city on a special train from 
Green Bay by a delegation of several hun- 
dred laymen and priests. At the station 
here he was met by nil tbe Roman Catho- 
lic societies, who escorted him to St. 
John's cathedral, where he formally took 
possession 
of the archfepiscopal chuir.

Found Dead in His Boom. 


MEMPHIS, July 1.—C. D. Evans, com- 


piler of the Memphis and of the Philadel- 
phia city directories, was found dead in • 
his room Tuesdao night. A vial, supposed 
to have contained poison, was on a table 
near his bed, and suicide is inferred. 
Evans bad been drinking heavily, and 
about ten days ago sent for an antidote 
for the liquor habit.

afloat that he took toa much of the anti- 
dote and it killed him. 


By Bail to Pike's Peak Summit. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., July l.—The 


Pike's Peak railway is now in successful 
operation.

noon. The train consisted of an engine 
and one car, occupied by sixty-five people, 
mostly excursionists from Denver. The 
lower terminus of the line IB 6,400 feet 
above sea level and the upper 14,147. The 
distance is nine miles and the steepest 
grade is 25 per cent, on a rise of one in 
forty.

Horrible Story from the South 


America Country. 


TWELVE DESERTERS PUT TO DEATH. 


An Attempt to Steal One »f Balmace- 


da'H Torpedo Jtoiitn Meets Plsastcr and 
Those Guilty nreShown No Mercy—A 
Short Shrift and a Volley of Bullet* 
Closes the Careers of the Prisoners—• 
Alleged Torture Ueforo the Prisoners 
Were Executed. 
XKW YOBK, July l.—Xothing in all his- 


tory can surpass in horror the stories that 
come from Chili of the inhuman outrages 
practiced by Balmaceda's government on 
those who ore found or even suspected to 
he in sympathy with the insurrection now 
in progress in that' unhappy republic. A 
correspondent writing from Santiago un- 
der date o£ Jlay 30 says that that day, 
which in the United States is dedicated to 
remembrance of the dead who fell fighting 
for the Union, scores of men were shot by 
their countrymen in Chili. 


One of the Special Featured. 


In the city of Santiago the shooting of 


the officers and sailors of the torpedo 
launch Gualda was the special feature of 
the wholesale execution. The men were 
placed in one of the .large rooms of the jail 
last ni^lit, the correspondent says, and 
those who desired to confess did so. At 
one side, on a table, was a silver crucifix, 
between two candles. The half-broken 
sobs of the prisoners mingled with the 
low tones of the priest, who, on his bended 
knees, exhorted the condemned men. Even 
the stern, rough soldiers of Ualmaceda 
who were on guard could not repress tears. 
All the night the solemn ceremonies con 
tinned. 


Marrhnil Out lo Their Death. 


It was scarcely daybreak when 
the 


shrill notes of a bugle were heard. Soon 
six companies of! infantry were in line in 
the prison yard. Another officer quickly 
ascended the steps leading to the capilla, 
as the room is called, and handed the of- 
ficer on guard a document. It was the 
sentence and order of - execution, which 
was read, and then the funeral procession 
was formed. As the prisoners stepped out 
of the room each was put between two 
grim soldiers. When all had been thus 
placed the procession moved out of the 
prison and was met by two companies of 
mounted men, formed in two long lines, 
between which ttie men on foot proceeded 
to the place of execution. 


The Fatal Volley Fired, 


There was not a soul in the streets. On 


arriving at the plaza the troops formed in. 
a hollow square, and a section of sharp- 
shooters took position opposite the con- 
demned men. Not a muscle of their faces 
moved; by no sign did they -betray the 
least emotion. They did not seem to real- 
ixe that these men whom tltey were in the 
next minute to send to their graves were 
their brothers. After the prisoners had 
kissed the crucifix: their hands were tied 
behind them, and then the command, 
"Prepare—aim—fire!1' rang out. 
A close 


volley, little puffs of smoke, and the exe- 
cution was accomplished. About a dozen 
had been sent into eternity because they 
espoused the cause of liberty as they un- 
derstood it. 


This .butchery—for that is what the 


shooting is called—has not only caused 
indignation among the friends of the 
dead, but also among Balmaceda's ardent- 
defenders. The dead sailors and officers 
were in charge of the steam torpedo launch 
Gualda, in Valparaiso bay. One night the 
commander proposed to his crew to desert 
and go over to i he constitutional party. 
A.11 acquiesced except one; and 
before 


steaming out of the bay he was landed. 
He notified the authorities at once, and 
the Almirante Lynch was sent in pursuit. 
At Papudo the Lynch caught up with the 
launch, and quickly captured it."

It was in- 
tended to keep the move quiet and if no 
poison was found to keep it secret forever, 
but the matter leaked out.

SUPPRESSION OF SLAVERY. 


An African Letter Indicates That the 


Remedy Is AVorHe Than the Dtaeg-se. 
Loxnox, July 1.—A letter just received 


from Sierra Leone says that the vigilant 
suppression of the slave trade along the 
coast, and the consequent inability of the 
warlike races to dispose of their captives 
at a profit,hns causcd'a revival in the most 
terrible form oC the slaughter and blood- 
shed which formerly made every chief town 
of Che interior a Golgotha. Coomassie. it 
is said, has again witnessed the killing of 
as many as 200 victims in one day, and the 
death drum is heard in the streets even 
more frequently than before the British 
Ashantee expedition, when it was hoped 
such scenes were put to an end forever.

WAS A MUSCULAR ASSASSIN. 


He Drivel a Knife Through the Breast'

Germantown, Tenn., Mundayuighfc, whew 
a negro i»y named Pugh Prewitt was in- 
stantly 'killed.
